Dr. Holmsley of Highland,Erath 
county, who was buried at Round 
Grove last Friday, was one of the 
Pioneers of this section and a man 
who has spent his life on the fron­ 
tier.

He later went to California, 
where in 1871, he was married to 
Lucinda Mead at Los Angeles, lie 
returned to Comanche in 1876 just 
as the South was again coming to 
her own. He moved from Coman-« 
che to Palestine, Texas, where he 
entered the drug business living 
at various places after that. 
He 
moved to Highland some 6 or 7 
years ago and resided there until 
his death. 
To Mr. and Mrs. Holmsley there 
were bom seven children, five girls 
and two boys, all of whom were
